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TIIE CRIME OF WAR 

The United Stales has taken the lend In 
correcting one or tlie fltaggerlng contradic- 
tions of modern lilslory. Through Its chief 
counsel for the prosecution ol axis war crimi- 
nals, Justice Robert H.' Jackson, this Rovern- 
jncnt Is now on record as fitatlng that aggrcs- 
clve war Is a crime. 

Throughout the civilized world, the plan- 
Bhig and execution of Individual murder la 
punishable by death. But In Eome parts of 
the civilized world, the planners and execu- 
tors ol the mass murder which Is aggressive 
■war have been honored as heroes by their 
countrymen and sometimes given the highest 
position that those countrymen could be- 
stow. 

International law has encouraged this adul- 
ation during the last century by admitting no 
dUterence between Rggresalve and defenslvo 
war. Nations have condemned war as an In- 
strument ol policy. But they have not seen 
nt to brand the aggressor's tactics for what 
they actually are: Murder, kidnapping, pi- 
racy, rape, arson, burglary, assault. 

Now the United States has declared, 
through Its chief counsel In the matter, that 
not only Is aggressive war a crime, but that 
,tho creators and prosecutors of aBgrcsslve 
war arc criminals who must stand trial for 
their lives. 

It b.far past time that this was said, but 
it Is well that It has been said at leasts This 
declaration, concurred In by other nation.?, 
can become a part of International law which, 
as Justice Jackson points out, Is.thc result of 
agreements, customs and decisions, not legis- 
lation.
